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REMARKS 

By this amendment, claims 10-22, 30-41 , 50-61 , 70-75, and 80-85 have 
been renumbered and remain in the application. 

The amendments to the claims are truly cosmetic and do not narrow the 
scope of the claims. Therefore, Applicant believes that at least for this reason, 
these claims are not subject to the complete bar against the use of the Doctrine of 
Equivalents as outlined in Festo Corp. v. Shoketsu Kinzoku Kogyo Kabyshiki Co.
